F we conhder thetholy Roſary Pre- 
rogatives, we (hall nd that ir far ex- 
ceeds all other ſorts of devotion of this 
nature. Though every zealous Chri- 
flian may fo duly, diligently, and with 
luch perſeverance praiſe his devori- 
ons in his own private Oratory, as to 
arrive at the perfeftion of vertue and 
the falvation of his ſoul; yet theſe 
heights are noe there obtained with 
that alacrity,facility,ſecuricy and abun- 
dance, as in canjunQtion with ſacred 
Confraternities, which are the Aca- 
demies of Devotion, Schools of San- 
Qicy, and _ of Religion, Pic- 
cy 


ty and Perſeftion, where the fervour 
and good example of his faichful affo» 
ciates, will warm his tepidity, excite 
his piety, adde continual fewel of cou- 
rage and conſtancy to his reſolutions, 
and make him partaker of many Pray- 
ers, Merits, and ſpiritual Graces.

fidue brought away Captives, ewenty 
thouſand Chriſtians freed from their 
flaiey, and the Catbolick Cauſe ſhe.

ted from moſt eminent danger and ca- 
lamity ; the Pape Gregory 13. in his Bull 
Monet Apotiolus , attribute this great 
Victory co the Prayers of the devour 
Roſariſts, who even, at that very time, 
were making their publieFproceſſions 
in the ſeveral parts of Chriſtendom for 
this end, and 1mploring molt earneſtly 
the Divine alliſtance, by the Interceſſi- 
on of this powerfil Mother.

10: to his Apoſtles going to 
preach ; Do not poſſeſs gold, or ſilver, nor 
money in your purſes, nor 4 (crip for the 
way, neither two coats, neither ſhoves, ©. 
he cryed out with great jcy 5 This is 
that 1 deſire , this T covet earnejily from 
the bowels of my heart. And thereupon 
preſently caſt off his ſhooes from his 
feer, laid away his ſtaff, caft away his 
purſe, and deteſting money, was con- 
tent with one thin coat or tunick, made 
in the form of a Croſs, which he gir- 
ded with a Cord. Then St. Dominick 
Founder of the holy Order of Preach- 
ers, who was a great friend, and very 
familiar with Sc, Francis, one day after 
much ſpiritual diſcourſe concerning 
their holy Orders,he demanded of him 
the girdle which he did wear, which 
afrer many humble denial he obtained, 
and eyer after did wear with gr ent re- 

VErence 
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verence under his habie, by whoſe ex- 
ampleeach one did profecute it with 
great devotion, And truly ſich was 
the Vertue and Holineſs of the Partri- 
ark St, Francis, that all the people did 
flock to him of all qualities, ſex, con- 
ditions, ages, men and women, Clergy 
and Layeric, married and ſingle, no- 
ble and poor, Citizens and Peſants, 
they did forſake the Towns, Husbands 
leſt cheir Wives, the Wives their Hus- 
bands, and houſes were depopulated 
through devorion they did bear to the.

hb. 19. whereby we may gather, that it 
is nonew thingco take che girdles of 
Saints and holy men out of devotion, 
neither is it done without profic, both 
ſpiritual and cemporal, as 15 to be ſeen 
in the life of our holy Father Sainte 
Francis,where among other Miracles, 
Saint Bonaventiire recounts one of a 
ceſtain man religious and fearing God, 
who having a Cord wherewich che 
Saint was girded, when any were fick 
of divers infirmities, he would go to 
them, and dipping the Cord into the 
water, gavechem co drink, and by fuch 
means many were cured.

Babilss Patriark of Antioch, as Suidu 
affirmeth, deſired that che iron of his 
hands and feet might be buried witch 
his body,ſaying, That one day they would 
ſerve him for an ornament. ; 

But the bands and cords which have 
touched che holy and facred fleth of Je- 
ſus Chriſt,are much more pretious and 
honourab'e; and therefore this Evan- 
gelical Seraphin, this crucified Angel, 
Image, Imicator, and Standard-bearer 
of our Saviour, juſtly hath raiſed up 
this part of the arms of the Paſlion, 
eirding his body with a rude and groſs 
cord : for as with the heart we believe 
unto juſtice, but with che mouth con- 
feſſion is made unto (alvation, Rom. 10. 
ſo by this exterior gn, he would con- 
feſs the affe&tion and devotion he did 
bear unto him imbracing his bands, 
which he gave toall his children, and 
to all the world, to wear in memory of 
his Paſſion; reaching that no man oughe 
to bluſh, or be aſhamed co wear this 
Cord , fince our Saviour hath worn 
ſuch for our ſakes.

tides, that by putting a piece of chat 
Cord which St. Francis did wear, a 
woman m child-bearing, being m emi- 
nent” pert], was fafely deizvered. 
Pope Grezory the Ninth, and Pope 
Mart inthe Fourth, did not only wear 
tne Cord privately, but-allo died in 
the habic of Str. Francis : The like, 
four other Popes have done with che 
publick profeflion of this rule, there- 
by adornm? their triple Crowns with 
a poor Cord, chuſing to carry the hea-

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vie burden of their worthy charge, be-

ingiclad in apour & contemprible man- 
ner. Many CGatholick Kings of France, 
Arragon and Sicil, the late Arch-Duke 
and Arch-Dutchels, and not long hnce 
Cardinal Infanta have choſe to take 
this poor habic 1n their laſt paſſage and 
to be buried cherein.
